Outside, slim mimosa trecs or 
neams, which resemble the 
African ash, are dotted as in 
parkland. 

Their upper branches are a- 
flutter with long-legged storks 
or prosperous egrets, their 
plumage as unbelievably. white 
as packets on a Christmas tree. 

Beneath this busy shade are 
camouflaged by daytime the 
forces which are carrying out o 
“pinprick” campaign against the 
Italian garrison of Kassala down 
the now cut railway to Port 
Sudan. 

Who are the men who are 
waging this war?

tlon of paving the way for an inva- 
sion of Great Britain. Whatever 
losses are being infileted on the Royal 
Navy are insignificant, Merchant 
shipping is not suffering unduly. 
British land forces remain intact, 
ready to repel any attempted landing 
by enemy forces, What Germany 1s 
alming at fs the destruction of British 
aerinl power, Her attacks for some 
wecks past have been concentrated 
on sirdromes and air factories, as 
‘well as London, though with what 
measure of success Is not known. 
What she has failed to demonstrate 


is any superiority in aerial warfare.’ 


As a fighting machine Germany's air 
force has been shown to be at a dis- 
advantage in encountering the British, 
even where numerical superiority 
prevalls,. When fighting against odds 
the Royal Air Force seems to rise to 
the height of the occasion. The best 
estimate of all in appraisal of the 
trend of the nerial warfare {s found
